BODY BETWEEN RAILS 

Anthony C. Eby, Red Deer, CP 
R. conductor, told the jury that his 
switcher train left Edmonton at 
7.25 am. for the south. When the 
engineer brought the train to a 
stop one pole north of Mile 93, ‘four 
miles south of South Edmonton C. 
P.R. station’, he got out and saw 
the body lying between the rails. 

Getting a nearby farmer to waich

Charlies de Gaulle was born in 
Lille, in 1890. His father taught 
philosophy and literature in a 
Catholic College in Paris. 
| He entered the military school 
of Saint-Cyr ‘the French West 
Point) and was lieutenant in an 
‘infantry regiment commanded by 
Colonel Petain when the war broke 
out in 1914. 


He was wounded at Dinant (Bel- 
gium) in August 1914. then again 
| in Champagne, in March 1915, and 
|a third time at Verdun in March 
| 1916. Picked up’ by the advancing 
Germans and taken prisoner. he 
was cited by General Petain in 
the following terms: 

“Officer known for his high in- 
tellectua!l and moral qualities. On 
March 2nd, 1916, in the village of 
Douaumont, after a_ terrific 
bombardment, the enemy attacked 
his battalion from al! dirt®ctions. 
He led his company in a counter- 


fight: this war the only move 
which he deemed compatible with 
military honor. He was 
wounded in the melee. 
Before he was liberated by the 
armistice in 1918 Captain de 
| Gaulle attempted five times to 
| escape and failed, which of course 
resulted each time in severe pun- 
| ishment.

beneath the bluster and defiance 

with which the ‘teen ag@s cover up, 
he says, and you will find the infer- 
jority feelings which seem to be the 
common lot of adolescence. He re- 
minds parents that ‘teen ages suffer 
agonies if they don’t wear the same 
kind of clothes, use the same kind 
of language, stay out as late as the 
rest of their “gang”. These are the 
very places where parents draw the 

line, and yet this conformity is a 

part of growing up. 


Need Counselors 


A sense of accomplishment is 
harder for ‘teens to come by—it has 
been left for our time, as another 
observer of family life has said, to 
treat individual ages of 14 and 25 
as if they were children. Yet Dr 
Bernhardt thinks . that “there is 
more room in school and home for 
the self-chosen task so that boys 
and girls may learn the thrills that 
come for achieving something they 
want to achieve.” 

He finds nothing contributing 
quite so much to youthful dissatis- 
factions as the feeling of being left 
out of important kappenings. He 
quotes those admonitions to child- 
ren which we all heard in our time 
“You're not old enough yet,” and 
“Wait a few years.” Then he adds 
“But there is much they can do and 
much that can be done to make 
them feel that they ase important 
in the war effort and important 
in other ways too.” 

What they ned now, he says, are 
not dictators but conselors and 
friends 

Speaking of dictators, it is a great 
deal easier to bring up children to 
toe the mark than to bring them up 
to think for themselves, to make 
their own choices and still conform 
to some sort of acceptable conduct 


Grow Up. 


—to say “please” and “thank you* 
and to keep elbows off the table, 
Yet toeing the mark is most often 
in mind when people talk of 
“stricter discipline” for children, 
One trouble with the term lies in 
the idea that discpline is a thing to 
be administered quickly and in one 
dose. 

Children do need order in their 
lives; they need direction and pro- 
hibition, yet the word discipline is 
a dangerous one, a word emotion- 
ally charged for each of us, to a dif- 
ferent degree, according to the way 
we were brought up. If it is to be 
a harsh and narrowing kind of thing 
which stamps the very life out of a 
child of one age, assuming that he 
will always thereafter do as he is 
told, then let us find another word 
for the process which is concerned 
with growing and learning. 

It may be convenient to prevent 
a child from asking questions when 
he is 4 years old; it may be very 
tragic if he cannot or will not ask 
questions at 40. 


Question of Pets 


Ownership of pets—whether a 
dog. a cat, white mice, rabbits or 
song birds—is one of the great joys 
of childhood. 

Parents always want to know at 
what age a child should have a dog, 


particularly whether they should 
wait until the child can take care 
of a pet. 


One authority says that the age 
at which a child can take some 
responsibility for a dog varies. ac- 
cording to the child and the home 
environment. In very general 
terms it is around the age of 6 or 7 
when a child begins to be well 
aware of the time of day and can 
recognize that 5 o'clock is the dog's 
feeding time. Even at an earlier 
age they can put the dish of food 
on the floor, and see that the dog 
has some fresh drinking water.

For Community. 


Centre Project 


City council Monday night will 
consider @ proposal from a joint 
committee of the city council and 
Edmenton Public Schoo! board 
relative to a proposed community 
centre and composite high schoo! 
to be erected as a post-war pro- 
ject. 


The following recommendations | 


are being made by the committee 

As the grounds will be used for 
a community centre, the pupils us- 
ing them during the school day and 
the adults using them in the eve- 
nings and on holidays, we recom 
mend that the city transfer to the 
Edmonton Public School board its 
property which is located as fol- 
lows: 

Bounded on the south by 108 av- 
enue, on the west by 104 street, on 
the north by Kingsway, on the east 
by 101 street. 


SWIMMING POOL 


As it is desirable to have a closed 
swimming pool which would be 
available for adults at night and on 
holidays, and which would be con- 
venient for the pupils during school 
hours, we feel a pool should be in- 
cluded in the plans for the school 
and that either the city build the 
pool and charge the school board 
a proper amount for its use by the 
pupils. or that the city make a 
grant to the school board towards 
the erection of the pool. In this 
connection we recommend 

(a) That a closed poo! be erect- 
ed on the site. 

(b) That the pool be located 
either within the man part of the 
school or be connected to the 
school by a closed passage. 

(c) That the small committee 
(Messrs. Ainlay, Dewar, Burgess, 
Turner, Sheppard) submit a re- 


port indicating how the expense | 


of building and operating the 

pool should be divided, 

As the city plans to erect a large 
auditorium on the civic centre, we 
recommend the school auditorium 
should be only of such size as would 
meet the requirements of the school 
board, one with a seating capacity 
of from 1,000 to 1,200. 


ATHLETIC REQUIREMENTS 

To meet the physical education 
and athletic requirements of the 
school pupils, a gymnasium about 
the size of the Westgien gymnasium 
is sufficiently large. This gym- 
nasium will undoubtedly be used in 
the evenings by adults for games 
and various activities. If the council 
feels that a gymnasium with more 

seating accommodation should be 
provided, then the small committee, 
as noted above, should submit a 
report indicating what assistance 
should be given the school board 
by the city council to meet the 
added expense incurred. 

These proposals have been ap- 
Proved by the school board, and 
a@ request is made by that body 
that property between 101 and 

107 streets. and between 108 
avenue and Kingsway be reserved 
from the city’s sale list. 

It is suggested also that a reser- 
vation be made north of Kingsway 

to permit the creation of a botanic 
garden.

OTTAWA, July 10—(CP)—Wool- 
len garments, farm machinery, can- 
ned fish and wheat will be among 
the items which Canada, as a mem- 
ber of the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration 
will be expected to furnish the 
peoples of countries liberated from 
the enemy, it was announced last 
night 

The announcement, made by 

Roy F. Hendrickson, head of the 

U.N.R.R.A, Bureau of Supplies, 
in a statement made public simui- 
taneously in Ottawa and Wash- 

ington, said arrangements were 
being made with the Canadian 
government for the production of 
about $6,000,000 worth of woolien 

utilitarian garments to be dis- 
tributed among liberated peiples. 

Plans have been completed to 
produce approximately 25,000. tons 
of farm machinery for use in the 
liberated areas, and orders have 
been placed for some 14,400,000 
pounds of Canadian canned fish 
including eanned cod, haddock 
mackerel and Mackerel fillets
